Altogether the Russians in their 
continuing drive captured more 
than 290 settlements. Gains were 
made from the Taganrog area in 
the lower Donets basin up to the 
Smolensk front, ranging in dis 
tance from four to seven miles. 


Nazis Admit Donets Retreat. 
The Moscow announcement fol-

man broadcast reporting a new 
Nazi retreat in the Donets basin 
southwest of Voroshilovgrad. The 
Berlin broadcast quoted a dispatch 
of the German news agency DNB. 

The Moscow communique said 
the Russians routed the German 
| llth and 294th infantry and the 
15th airborne divisions at Tagan- 
rog and inflicted heavy defeats on 
the 304th, 306th and 336th infantry 
and 13th tank divisions. : 

“In these battles our troops de- 
stroyed 212 enemy planes, 537 
tanks, 494 guns of various cali- 
bers, 1500 machine-guns, 
trucks, 10 fuel dumps and 29 a 
munition dumps,” the communique 
sald. 

The German broadcast of the 
DNB dispatch said: 

“Another shortening of the front, 
involving the possibility of estab- 
lishing operative reserves, was 
achieved by a planned withdrawal 
of German lines in the Voroshilov- 
grad area which the Soviets at- 
tempted in vain to impede.”

AS PRELUDE TO PARLEY 


LONDON, Sept. 1 (AP). 
N early British-American- 
Russian war conference was 
ewed in London today as 
a virtual certainty as a result 
of Prime Minister Churchill's 
statement in Canada on the de- 
sirability of such a meeting. 
In London “groundwork” con- 
ferences apparently already 
were under way. 

Ivan Maisky, former Sdviet 
Ambassador to London and now 
Vice Commisar of Foreign Ar- 
fairs, was reported to have 
placed before Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden yesterday a draft 
of Russia's war and postwar 
alms, to determine whether 
there is sufficient basis fer a 
profitable “Big Three” get- 
together. Eden, it was under 
stood, then conferred with 
United States Ambassador John 
G. Winant. 

Both Maisky and Winant also 
were believed to have been 
given first-hand reports on the 
decisions made at the Quebec 
conference, which Eden at- 
tended.

Second American Blow 
at Island 1200 Miles 
From Tokyo Presum- 
ably Still in Progress, 
Navy Says.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (AP).— 
The United States Pacific fleet, 
challenging Japan’s still powerful 
Navy to battle in its home waters, 
has hurled a erful force of 
planes and w ps against the 
enemy base on Marcus Island.

“Great damage” was inflicted on 
the Nazi capital in this second 
massive assault In eight days, the 
Air Ministry announced. Mosquite 
bombers hit Berlin twice follow- 
ing a saturation raid a week age 
last Monday night. 

(Destruction in last night’s as 
sault was not so extensive as in the 
Aug. 23 raid, which was the heav- 
jest blow ever struck the German 
capital, the Berlin correspondent 
of the Stockholin rewsepaper Afton- 
bladet reported. Censorship pre 
vented hia giving details.) 

Forty-seven bombers and one 
fighter were lost as the bombers 
bored through stiff defense by 
German fighters, and other planes 
struck targets, including airfields, 
in France and the Low Countries.

Drastic measures were ordered 
by Gen. Hermann von Hennecken, 
military dictator, to restore «a 
“state of normalcy” to the nation 
which revolted against Nazi oc¢ev- 
pation and was sabotaging Ger- 
man troop supplies and arms pro- 
duction. 

King Christian, who has been 
imprisoned with Queen Alexandria 
in Sorgenfri Castle 15 miles out- 
side Copenhagen since the Ger 
mans took over the Danish Gev- 
ernment Sunday, made his first 
public appearance yesterday — a 
short automobile outing under a 
Nazi guard. ~ ; 

In the little town of Lyngby near 
the castle, a thousand Danes ig- 
mnored Hannecken’s prohibition 
against assemblies to cheer their 
king and queen. 

The words of the king, who is 
almost 73, to the gathering were 
brief: “I am happy to hear the 
Danish language still spoken in 
my country, continue with that.” 
They were significant, however, 
for the Danes, who apparently in- 
terpreted them as an approval of 
their stout-hearted resistance 
against overwhelming odds. Yet 
~there was nothing in the King’s 
remarks against which the Ger- 
mans could protest. 

Von Hannecken, having crushed 
Denmark's brief military revolt, 
ruthlessly carried out against any 
small assemblies of Danes his 
threat to disperse groups without 
consideration of human lives. 

His iron hand methods restored 
at least surface calm to much of 
Denmark, and in Copenhagen the 
Nazi-controlled radio said that 
some normal public services were 
being resumed today. 

_ Daring Dash by Refugees. 

Details on conditions inside Den- 
mark came from witnesses who 
were brought to Sweden in a Dan- 
ish minesweeper, which made a 
daring trip to the Danish coast 
near Copenhagen to pick up 11 
civilians and then slipped past the 
German patrols to reach Malmo. 

From the refugees also came a 
story of how one Danish subma- 
rine was submerged by its crew 
as most of the Danish Navy was 
being scuttled in Copenhagen har- 
bor last Sunday, and remained be- 
neath the surface until it could 
slip away under cover of darkness. 

The dramatic last moments when 
the scuttling order came from Ad- 
mira) Vedal, the Navy’s com- 
mander, were also disclosed. Veda) 
went to the Navy Ministry early 
Bunday before German soldiers 
reached his home.

American Losses ‘Very 
Light?’ — New Enemy 
Aircraft in Action in 
Solomons.

U. 8. HEADQUARTERS IN THE 
SOUTH PACIFIC, Sept. 1 (AP).— 
United States Fighters battled 50 
to 60 Zeros which attempted to in- 
tercept an American strike against 
Kahili air field on Bougainville 
island and destroyed 36 of the 
enemy planes, a spokesman at 
South Pacific headquarters dis- 
closed today. 

The air victory was achieved 
Monday by Corsair, Warhawk and 
Airacobra fighter units.

Southwest Pacific headquarters 
communique reporting Monday's 
action said our. fighters strafed 
airdrome Jispersa] areas at Kahili, 
destroying eight enemy planes on 
the ground. There was no men- 
tion of 36 enemy planes destroyed 
in the air battle.) 

The fight took place over Kahili 
Field, which is Japan's strongest 
and largest remaining air base in 
the Northern Solomon Islands. It 
is being pounded daily by Ameri- 
can. planes. 

At the same time the spokesman 
for Adm. William F. Halsey Jr.'s 
command announced “we had a 
very good month in the air over 
the Solomons.” 

He said a total of 227 Japanese 
planes were knocked down during 
August in the South Pacific by 
Army, Navy and Marine planes 
and antiaircraft defenses.

Assistant Counselor Says 
Bonds Aren't Neces- 
ary After Relief Issue 
Is Retired. 


A City Law Department opinion, 
furnished to Comptroller Louis

Hottest Summer in Seven Years: 
80.1-Degree Average for 3 Months| — 


‘Mean Temperature for June, July, August 
Was Three Above Normal—Rainfall 
Below Average. 


Closing his books on the hottest 
summer in seven years, St. Louis 
Forecaster Harry Wahlgren ex- 
pressed the hope that today’s cool- 
ing breézes would set the keynote 
for the fall season. 

For Weather Bureau bookkeep- 
ing purposes, summer consists of 
June, July and August, which this 
year recorded a mean temperature 
of 80.1 degrees, three above nor- 
mal. It was the hottest summer 
since 1936, when the three-month 
period broke all tecords with an 
average temperature of 83.4. 

June this year ‘had an average 
temperature of 77.5 degrees; July, 
81.8, and August, The hottest 
days of the summer were Aug. 24 
and 25, when the mercury reached 
101.2 degrees. The mercury touched 
100 degrees on one other day. 

Rainfall this summer was only 


-76 of an inch below normal, but 
this slight deficiency figure failed 
to reflect the seriousness of cur- 
rent drouth conditions. June 
downpours flooded the city with 
5.87 inches, but the two Mollowing 
months were both short of rain. 
It has been more than two weeks 
since this area has had measur- 
able precipitation, and every sec- 
tion of Miszouri, with the excep- 
tion of the northwestern area, re- 
ports soil too dry for fall plowing 
and planting.

COMPLIMENT. SAYS 
DREW PEARSON 


Glad to Be Scapegoat if It 
Forces Administration 
‘to Clarify Policy on So- 
viet, He Replies. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (AP).— 
Drew Pearson, columnist, issued a | 
statement yesterday saying he was 
complimented “to join the long 
list of newspaper men whom the 
President has attacked.” He went 
on to say that the Russians were 
“fully aware of Mr. Hull's long 


consistent anti-Russian atti- 
tude.” 

Following is the text of Pear- 
gon’s statement: — 

“I am complimented to join the 
long list of newspaper men whom 
the President has attacked. 

“However, the Russians, being 
shrewd diplomats, were fully 
aware of Mr. Hull’s long and con- 
sistent anti-Russian attitude. It 
didn’t take me to tell them about 
it. 

“That's one reason why our rela- 
tions with Rissia have drifted to 
their present deplorable and dan- 
gerous impasse. 

“Ambassador Litvinoff was re- 
called long before I pointed a 
finger at Hull's anti-Soviet policy. 

“Not, only has there been no 
second front, but we have failed 
to consult Russia on Italian ar- 
mistice terms, and the State Dé- 
partment still holds Russian ships 
though the Soviet has demanded 
their release. 

“However, if the President needs 
a scapegoat, I em giad if any- 
thing I have said now forces the 
Administration to make clear in 
words what certainly was not 
clear before in deeds. 

“I hope they now really follow 
through with deeds.” 

Pearson had said that Secretary 
of State Hull and other State De- 
partment officials opposed the So- 
viet Government and wished the 
Soviet Union to be bled white. 

The President did not mention 

“Pearson by name but remarked 
that he.was as disturbed as Hull 
had been by the comments of a 
columnist which were very detri- 
mental to the United States and to 
the unity of the United Nations, 
and therefore to the winning of the 
war. Roosevelt added that the 
comments were a lie and they 
demonstrated bad faith with the 
country. 


DESTROYER-ESCORT, BUILT 
IN 8 1-2 DAYS, 1S LAUNCHED 


BOSTON, Sept. 1 (AP)—Just 
eight and one-half days after the 
laying of the keel, the destroyer- 
escort HMS Fitzroy slid down the 
ways of the Bethlehem Steel Cor- 
poration’s Hingham shipyard to- 
day, establishing a second new na- 
tional] record in two days at a Beth- 
lehem shipyard in the Boston area 
in the construction of these ves- 
sels.

heard overhead for two hours, sug- 
gesting that the attacking force 
was as great or greater than that 
hurled against the city a week ago 
Monday night. 

Between 600 and 700 four-mo- 
tored bombers took part in the 
Aug. 23 raid which was officially 
described as the largest four-en- 
gined operation ever carried out. 
More than 2000 tons of bombs were 
dropped and an area of four square 
miles left ablaze. 

Characteristically, the German 
radio described the assault as a 
“new terror raid” and asserted that 
the British bombers had been dis- 
persed with heavy losses by newly 
reorganized antiaircraft defenses. 

“Thanks to efficient defense,” the 
broadcast said, “the concentrated 
attack by British bombers was 
frustrated. Above and below the 
clouds heavy air. combats developed 
in the course of which numerous 
British bombers were shot down.” 


The German air force struck 
back at England on a comparative- 
ly small scale. A few Nazi planes 
were reported to have swept over 
the east coast of England during 
the night, dropping bombs which 
caused only slight damage. 

Yanks Hit Airfields. 

The raid on Berlin followed a 
day of intense aerial activity 
which saw a large force of Ameri- 


can Flying —— attack the 
Amiens-Glissy airport, one of the 
largest Nazi fighter-plane bases in 
France, with good results. 
American medium bombers 
struck at the Vendeville airport at 
Lille and at the Mazingarbe chem- 
ical works near Bethune in France. 
Pilots on the Vendeville raid said 
their bombs hit a munitions dump. 


The Fortress raiders were escort- 
ed by R. A. F. and R. C A. F. 
Spitfires, which shot' down two 
Nazi planes and destroyed two 
more on the ground. While the 
big bombers were credited with 
downing five enemy fighters. One 
Fortress and two Allied fighters 
were lost. 

Other daylight activities included 
a raid by R. A. F. Mitchells and 
Typhoons on the Nazi airport at 
St. Pol, France. The steady whit- 
tling down of German fighter 
planes in air combat was reflected 
in this action. Pilots of the Spit- 
fires accompanying the Mitchells 
and Typhoons encountered no ene- 
my aircraft, while a Spitfire squad- 
ron escorting Marauders on an- 
other sweep shot down three 
Focke-Wulf 190s.

DAMAGE IN AUG, 23 
RAID IS DESCRIBED 


BERN, Sept. 1 (AP), — British 
bombers striking Berlin in six 
waves on Aug. 23 created greatest 
havoc in the Mariendorf area, and 
the southern periphery of the 
capital was “transformed into a 
miniature Stalingrad” of destruc- 
tion, a German frontier dispatch 
to the Gazette de Lausanne said 
today, quoting an eyewitness. 

Western Berlin was left a mass 
of flames, he said, and fireg still 
were burning last Friday. The 
most impressive destruction was 
reported in the Fehrbelliner Platz, 
the most modern sector of the 
city. 

It was estimated 6000 buildings 

were smashed and burned, the ac- 
count said, in addition to 2500 hit 
in the raid March 1. 
All buildings in the Fehrbelliner 
Platz, Bayrischer Platz, and Gunt- 
zelstrasse were smashed, and the 
Steglitz quarter was destroyed, the 
eyewitness said.

ONE-PARTY dictatorship, Fascist in pattern, is fast taking 
form under Japanese auspices in the Philippine Islands. It is 
plainly evident from the labored wheezing of the Japanese 


propaganda machine that the “independence” of the Philippines will 


be proclaimed to the world in the near future. 


And an “Independence 


Preparatory Committee,” working under the watchful eye of the Jap- 
anese military administration, is completing a final draft of the new 


This will be submitted to the rubber-stamp vote of the con- 


trolled electorate, atter which “independence” will be imminent. 


In their dealings with the Fili- 
pinos, the Japanese have drawn 
heavily on their own political ex- 
perience and on Hitler's. They 
have displayed a political finesse 
not evident ijn their conquest of 
Manchuria and China. Yet the end” 
result will be the same—an ad- 
ministration outwardly independent 


in form,,but at the mercy, in fact, 
of Japan. 
Soldiers to Remain. 

When Independence is an- 
nounced, the Japanese undoubtedly 
will dissolve the Japanese military 
administration as they did in Bur- 
ma, though, of course, not a single 
Japanese soldier will be withdrawn. 
The country’s, political administra- 
tion -will be turned over to an all- 
Filipino government. There will 
be a big to-do about the possibility | 
of ultimate transfer of confiscated 
American properties to Filipino 
control although you may be sure 
no specific date will be set. 

These acts of apparent generos- 
ity may fool some Filipinos, but it 
will be painfully evident that the 
Japanese are giving up none of 
their own vested interests in the 
Philippines as it will be evident 
that hundreas of Japanese busi- 
nessmen, carpetbaggers and others 
who have invaded the country 
since the fall of Manila, have no 
intentjon of leaving and that the 
influx is steadily growing. 

“All we want from you,” say the 
Japanese to the Filipino’ in ef- 
fect, is “the fullest economic, po- 
litical and military co-operation 
with Japan and your recognition 
of the principle of Japan's lead- 
ership in greater East Asia.” 


No Power to Resist. 

As the Philippines have no army 
or navy and will thus be helpless 
to resist any Japanese demand, 
the true meaning of Japan's “New 
Order” boils down to economic, 
political and military subserviency 
to the “master race.” 

However, the Japanese brand 
of independence will mean more 
jobs for more Filipino politicians 
and may be expectgd to rope in 
many important persons. When 
they entered the Philippines, the 
Japanese wisely encouraged the 
old administration té carry on as 
before. The foremost leaders, 
Manuel L. Quezon and Sergio Os- 
menia,~ had come off with the 
Americans, but the majority of the 
government personnel stayed. The 
former commonwealth cabinet, 
now called the Philippine executive 
commission, has much the same 
composition as before. In its 
chairmanship, once occupied by 
Quezon, sits Jorge Vargas, who 
used to be known as Quezon's 
right hand man. 

Vargas, though always an oppor- 
tunist, had a reputation for ability 
and integrity in the days of Amer- 
ican rule. Nobody is sure what 


kind of game he and his colleagues 
are playing. There is strong rea- 
son to surpose, however, that the 
majority of these men are co-oper- 
ating with the Japanese because 
they feel they have no other 
choice. Refusal to play ball would 
cost them lucrative political jobs 
and any chance of making a living 
‘in private life. They would run 
the risk, too, of being branded 
traitors by the Japanese. 


Quezon Still Popular. 


the Philippines have dealt char- 


itably with the majority of the 
puppets, treating them as victims 
of circumstances. The Filipinos, 
in turn, rarely indulge in violent 
criticism of the self-exiled Quezon, 
who ig stil unquestionably’? the 
most popular Filipino politician.

Arnold Predicts Battleship of Air 
With Half-Carload Bomb Capacity 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP). 

ATTLESHIPS of the air with 
B half-carload bomb capacity and 

flying range for a round trip 
to Europe soon will be in action, 
Gen. Henry H. Arnold, chief of the 
Army Air- Forces, said today. 

Writing in “Army Ordnance,” a 
magazine of the Army Ordnance 
Association, he said the revolution- 
ary planes would have automatic 
fire control for numerous, powered 
gun turrets, similar in effect to the 
systems which give deadly accu- 
racy to ground and ship artillery. 

Gen. Arnold foresaw for the new 
bombers protective and offensive 
cannon fire heavier than anything 
now flying. 

“The 37-millimeter cannon (now 
carried by some American planes) 
is by no means the end of the 
trail,” he wrote. “Much additional 
work has been done on heavy 
equipment, and planes with sur- 
prising developments in heavy air- 
craft cannon will soon appear on 
the combat fronts.” 

“The bombers will dwarf our 
present Flying Fortresses,” he said. 
“They will carry half a carload of 
bombs across the Atlantic and fly 
home without. stop. 

“The bomber’s skin will have 
numerous ‘blisters’ which in reality 
will be multiple-gun power turrets 
controllable from sighting stations. 
Sights that compensate for almost 
every possible error encountered in 
firing on a fast-moving aerial tar- 
get will contro] the guns—a sight 
as .revolutionary as -our present 
bombsight. 


| “The plane will have ‘eyen’ that 


help guide it to,its target, or warn 
and plot the course of interceptor 
aircraft. It will carry bombs of 
an entirely different design. It may 
mount heavy-caliber cannon of an 
entirely new principle of opera- 
tion.” 

Gen. Arnold added that within 
the near future the air forces 
would have new fighter plane types 
which “will have advanced almost 
beyond recognition in form and in 
the combat equipment they carry.” 

Discussing existing armament 
and tactics for aircraft, he said: 

An incendiary bullet has been 
developed and for some time has 
been in use with American .50 
caliber aircraft machine guns— 
“the outstanding small-arms devel- 
opment for use against airplanes.” 

Fragmentation antipersonnel 
bombs are equipped with para- 
chutes, to give low flying planes 
time to get away before the explo- 
sion, and to make the bomb land 
squarely on its nose—the position 
“which produces the maximum ef- 
fect.” This effect is deadly — a 
spiral coil of square iron rod 
around the TNT core shatters into 
1000 to 1500 nieces, having veloci- 
ties up to 4000 feet a second.

Western Attack 
Prong

HE setting up of an Allied 
Southeast Asia command, and 
the naming of Lord Louis 
Mounbatten to the post, crystalizes 
all the vague hints that “some- 
thing” will develop in the Far 
Eastern theater, into the specific 
outline of action to come. 

Japan is involved in “two front” 
war in the Pacific area. As Japan 
struck the great blow of 1941-1942, 
the initial drive was south—but 
this drive branched both east and 
west. In turning eastward, it in- 
volved Japan in a major cam- 
paign against the sea-air-land 
forces of the United States,. ably 
seconded by those of Australia and 
New Zealand. 

In turning westward, through 
Malaya and Singapore into Burma, 
it involved Japan in a major cam- 
paign against the sea-air-land 
forces of the British Empire, ably 
seconded by those of the United 
States and China. 

At first Japan held the offensive 
on both these fronts. Let us iden- 
tify them as the “Pacific” and the 
“Indian Ocean” fronts. 

United States and Allied forces 
fought defensively on the Pacific 
front until the middle of last year, 
giving ground until the Japanese 
advance was stopped in the Solo- 
mons and on New Guinea. As 
we fought, we patched together an 
inter-allied command under Mac- 
Arthur, who gradually assumed 
top direction of all the forces, land, 
air, on this front. About a year 
ago we began small-scale offensive 
operations in the Solomons, and 
simultaneously began seeking sea 
and air battle. Our attack on this 
front has continued and has been 
successful, though it has never as- 
sumed the proportions of a major 
offensive. 


Second Front Needed. 


For one thing, the time has not 
been ripe for a major offensive. 
For another, to make action on 
this front truly effective it must 
be co-ordinated with action on the 
“second” front—the Indian Ocean 
front. 

The Japanese offensive on the 
Indian Ocean front came to an 
end with the conquest of Burma 
in 1942. Japan made one or two 
tentative naval and naval-aerial 
moves toward India, but met re- 
sistance stiff enough to end the 
attempt. Perhaps Japan believed, 
in any case, that the conquest of 
India could be accomplished from 
within, by political ‘action. 

British defense on this front was 
under the top command of Wavell. 

Up to now, it has never been 
possible for our side to undertake 
offensive action on the Indian 
Ocean front. During last winter's 
fighting season, British forces did 
undertake two small-scale sallies 
into Burma. One of these, along 
the coast, toward Akyav, failed. 
The other, in which a fairly strong 
flying column, supplied only by 
air, penetrated the interior of 
Burma, was a notable success, and 
opened the way:to “new” tactics 
against the Japanese enemy in 
that theater. 

The basic reason why it has not 
been possible, so far, to undertake 
offensive action on a larger scale 
fn this front, has had less to do

|Engineer's War 


Sicily Campaign 
Shows This Is an 


Whole Drive Hinged 
on Their Speed in 
Restoring Bridges 
and Roads.

SOMEWHERE IN SICILY. 


URING the latter days of the 
Sicilian campaign, I spent all 
my time with the combat en- 
gineers of two different divisions. 
For months I have been wanting 
to write about engineers, and when 
I finally got around to it, it 
seemed as though fate had picked 
out the time for me—-the engineers 
were in it up to their ears. 
Scores of times during the Si- 
cilian fighting 1 heard th: ex- 
pression voiced by everybody from 
generals to privates that “This is 
certainly an engineers’ war.” And 
indeed it was. 

Every foot of our advance upon 
the gradually withdrawing enemy 
was tempoed by the speed with 
which our engineers could open 
the highways, clear the mines and 
by-pass the blown bridges. 

In Northeast Sicily, where the 
mountains are close together and 
the valleys are steep and narrow, 
it was an ideal country for with- 
drawing, and the Germans made 
full use of it, 

They blew almost every bridge 
they crossed. In the American 
area alone they destroyed around 
160 bridges. They mined the by- 
passes around the bridges, they 
mined the beaches, they even 
mined orchards and groves of 
trees that would be a_ logical 
bivouac for our troops. 


Nazis Gained Time. 
HEY didn’t fatally delay us, 
1 but they did give themselves 
time for considerable escap- 
ing. The average blown bridge was 
fairly easy to by-pass and we'd 
have the mines cleared and a 
rough trail gouged out by a bull- 
dozer within a couple of hours but, 
now and then, they’d pick a lulu of 
a spot which would take anywhere 
up to 24 hours to get around. 
And in reading of the work of 
these engineers you must under- 
stand that a 24-hour job over here 
would take many days in norma) 
construction practice. The mine 
detector and the bulldozer are the 
two magic instruments of our en- 
gineering. As one sergeant said, 
“This has been ‘a bulldozer cam- 


In Sicily, our Army woud have 
been as helpless without the bull- 
dozer as it would have been with- 
out the jeep. The bridges in Sicily 
were blown much more completely 
than they were in Tunisia. Back 
there they’d just drop one span 
with explosives. But over here 
they’d blow down the whole bridge, 
from abutment to abutment. They 
used as high as a thousand pounds 
of explosives to a bridge and on 
one leng, seven-span bridge they 
blew all seven spans. It was really 
senseless and the pure waste of

by attacking Poland. It took the 
Nazis only 18 days to conquer most 
of that country, Warsaw alone 
holding out until Sept. 27. Poland 
disappeared from the map, divided 
between the Third Reich and Rus- 
sia, which had moved in to re. 
cover what she claimed was orig. 
inally Russian territory. f 

In 102 days more this most ter- 
rible of all wars will have lasted 
as long as the first World War 
and today’s headlines blazon the 
upward surge of the United Na- 
tions against the might of the 
Axis, , 

The Nazis are falling back in 
Russia, Germany is trembling un- 
der mighty Allied aerial blows, 
Italy is facing catastrophe and 
American forces are on the march 
in the Pacific. 

Signs multiply that the nerve of 
the German people is breaking. 
Nazi commentators :are warning 
the harassed and harried popula- 
tion of the imminence of an Allied 
invasion of Europe. One Berlin 
broadcast said today: 

“As soon as Gen. Eisenhower has 
brought his divisions up _ to 
strength he intends to attack Cala- 
bria and Apula. Southern Greece

ORLD WAR II enters its fifth year today with the United Na- 
tions everywhere on the march and the dream of Adolf Hitler 
and his Axis satellites of world domination slowly but surely 


and the Adriatic appear to offer a 
better chance to the Allied forces 
and there is also a strong possibil- 
ity of an attack against the south- 
ern French coast.” 

The commentator told the Ger

Blew Out Cliff Roads. 
Frequently the Germans, 
blowing out a road carved out of 
the side of a sheer cliff, caused 
us more trouble than by bridge | 
blowing. In these instances, it'| 
was often impossible to by-pass | 
at all, so traffic had to be held 
up until an emergency bridge 
could be thrown across the gap. 
Once in a while you would come 
to a bridge that hadn't been blown 
up. Usually that was because the 
river bed was so flat, and by- 
passing so easy, it wasn’t worth 
wasting explosives. Driving across

had it all prepared for blowing 
and left one man behind to set 
off the charge at the last moment. 
But he never got it done. Our 
advance patrols spotted him and 
shot the villain dead. 

The Germans were even more 
prodigal with mines here than in 
Tunisia. Engineers of the Forty 
fifth Division found one mine field, 
covering six acres, ¢ontaining 800 
mines. Our losses from mines has 
been fairly heavy, especially 
among officers. They scout ahead 
to survey demolitions, and rus 
into mines before the detecting 
parties get there.

They could scarcely believe the news be- 
cause he had so recently, and in such 
high spirits, left for a well-earned vaca- 
tion at Bar Harbor. Now it is realized, 
as never before, how much he has been 
giving to St. Louis and to the nation 
in kindly, unobtrusive but very direct 
ways. 

Not only has he ushered into the world 
two generations of St. Louisans (1902-43), 
but these fortunate ones and their par- 
ents have enjoyed the feeling that he 
was their friend, always interested in. 
them and ready to help whenever the 
occasion offered. 

In Washington University School of 
Medicine, from which he graduated, in 
1898, class after class of students has 
profited by his teaching for well over 30 
years. Through these enthusiastic dis~. 
ciples his influence for good has spread 
far and wide. 

A frequently — characteristic 
of Dr. Taussig was his Boundless energy. 
Teaching, and a large practice, of the 
kind in which he was called into service 
at all hours of the day and night, he 
took in his stride, ever cheerful, never 
apparently unduly hurried. 

By some miracle, he also found time 
to direct the medical activities of two 
great institutions, the Barnard Free Skin 
and Cancer Hospital in St. Louis and the 
State Cancer Hospital at Columbia. His 
directness, understanding of human na- 
ture and sense of humor made an al 
most unbeatable combination. 

Numerous publications bear witness to 
his wisdom and industry of which, per- 
haps, the most significant is his book: 
“Abortion, Spontaneous and Induced, 
Medical and Social Aspects”—ea classic 
recognized everywhere by medical men 
and sociologists alike. 

Dr. Taussig communicated his zeal for 
research to ‘others. An effective way 

promptly to bring a conference with most 
scientists to a close is to speak about 
one’s own work, not theirs. Not so with 
him. He was always interested in every 
serious effort to advance knowledge. The 
secret of the marvelous manner in which 
Dr. Taussig remained so characteristical- 
ly young to the last may have been his 
quick forgetfulness of self and the reso 
lute way in which he looked ever to the 
future.

‘It is charatteristic of Mr. Churchill that adversity 
sharpens his sword and that he fs at his best when 
faced with challenging difficulties. It was superbly 
so in the days of black disaster that followed the 
fall of France and thé retreat from Dunkerque, 


*| when it might be said that the flaming courage of 


this one man saved Britain from Nazi conquest. It 
was an incandescent moment in history that is im- 
possible not to dwell upon Whenever the distin- 
guished Prime Minister makes an important public 
appearance. 

Mr. Churchill, of course, was not facing any such 
ultimate test yesterday, but he was facing a wide- 
spread spirit of apprehension over the worsening 
relations between Soviet Russia and ourselves, mean- 
ing Britain and the United States. A smile may 
be pardonable at the thought that, whereas only last 
week Churchill's own Minister of Information, Mr. 
Bracken, was decrying discussion of the rift, his 
superior boldly brought it into the open. 

Why was Stalin, or a Russian representative, ab- 
sent from Quebec? That has been a question upper- 
most these days in many minds. Mr. Churchill] re- 
‘moved the question from the field of disturbing 
rumor and, if his explanation was not wholly satis- 
fying, the Prime Minister proceeded with expressions 
of the strongest desire that the absence of Russia 
from Anglo-American conferences be repaired in the 
very near future. 

Why, to cite another question that has been asked 
with increasing frequency, has not the Allied pledge 
to establish a second front been kept? Here Mr. 
Churchill made one of the most candid utterances 
of his career. “It is quite natural,” said he, “that 
the Russians, bearing the main weight of the Ger- 
man armies on their front, should urge us cease- 
lessly to undertake this task and should in no way 
conceal their complaints and even feproaches that 
we have not done it before now.” 

There is here not the slightest tone of irritation 
at the repeated and insistent calls for a second front; 
quite to the contrary, an acknowledgment that the 
calls have been with excellent reason on Russia's 
part. A lesser man would have grown weary of 
the appeals from Moscow. Instead, Mr. Churchill 
did not attempt to conceal his own disappointment 
that a second front had not been established, but 
laid. it to the need, in so ambitious and hazardous 
an operation, for the most extensive kind of prepara- 
tion and because it must be launched with “a good 
prospect for continuing success.” 

Mr. Churchill’s tributes to Marshal Stalin and to 
the Russian armies gave every evidence not only of 
deep personal sincerity but of almost,being addressed 
to the Kremlin itself as a great statesman’s effort 
to lean forward to touch a comrade’s hand and to 
give assurance of gratitude for the past and a token 
of high resolve for the future. And when he said, 
“The President and 1 will persevere in our efforts 
to meet Marshal Stalin,” surely no more pressing 
overture could be made from the head of one state 
to the leader of another. 

It might seem, then, weighing the Prime Minis- 
ter’s words to Russia for the gold of their sincerity, 
that ff a “threefald meeting” does not take place 


| within the next few months, the blame is Marshal 


Stalin's. Howevér, Churchill let fall, later in his 
address, the clew‘to a signal difference of opinion 
that must—end surely will be—arbitrated when the 
“responsible representatives” of each of the three 
powers come together in preliminary conference. 

He spoke of the fate of Boris, whom he once called 
the “traitor King,” sent encouragement to the Greeks 
and Yugosiavs, and then “to the Kings of Greece 
and Yugoslavia who have never faltered for one 
moment in their duty, and whom we hope to see 
restored to their thrones by the free choice of their 
liberated peoples.” 

CHturchill is a man whose great mind encom- 
passes and comprehends the tides of history, the 
dynamic continuity of human events. He surely 
could not have made this reference to Balkan roy- 
alty without meaning. He and Stalin have been 
at variance over the postwar status of Europe's 
lesser nations—whether they should be bound to- 
gether in regional federation or maintain independ- 
ence of alliance. Russian comment rejected the 
federation trial balloon because Stalin—as hag been 
pointed out repeatedly—fears encirclement by small

but united countries, unfriendly to Russia, spon- 
sored by and indebted to Western powers. His feel- 
ing is much as ours would be if distant Russian 
influence was strong in Mexico and Central America. 

This difference, in view of the larger goals, the 
great underlying strata for building accord, will 
undoubtedly be worked out to everyone's satisfac- 
tion, and for that reason preliminary discussions 
are planned. Churchill spoke of “free choice of 
He may have had in mind 
the postwar:plan, broadcast by Greek Prime Min- 
ister Tsouderos in January, of establishing a new 
Greek Government elected by the people when the 
country is freed—a plan echoed in part by King 
George II in July and indorsed by Anthony Eden 
in the House of Commons. Or he may have been 
considering some even more liberal program. At 
any rate, Stalin, convinced that we believe popular 
election should be the basis for choosing new gov- 
ernments in explosive Eastern Europe, will more 
readily agree to a united planning front. 

We have an interest in postwar Balkan status. 
All nations have, but perhaps none so deep as 
Russia's. Hers are ties of race, of history, of cul- 
ture, and inevitably, of essential securigy. Ours are 
the memory of assassination at Sarajevo, and the 
more recent memory of three impotent Uttle prin- 
cipalities who had scant choice save to become Nasi 
satellites, helping without resistance to extend the 
German sway through, Hungary, Rumania, Bulgaria, 
and thence, by fire and sword, to the Aegean Sea. 

It is to the mutual advantage of all three powers, 


and of the United Nations every one, to resolve. 


Balkan problems in terms of permanent, indestruc- 
tible peace. To do so we must work together. To 
work together with their third great ally, Britain 
and America must realize that the relation of Russia 
to the Balkans is more intimate than our own; that 
she must be given gilt-edged guarantees of faith on 
our part not to encourage anti-Russians on her very 
doorstep. We must view the continental sweep of 
Russia’s boundary, admit that it is not easily de- 
fensible, and then—to borrow an earlier phrase from 
Churchill—"We must refine our sense of propor- 
tion,” considering the Balkans in terms of Russian 
security as well as our own. , 3 

It is well briefly to review the problems presented 
by a pragmatic approach to the volcanic countries 
so aptly called the powderkeg of Europe. In them 
are people both poet and peasant, mystic and feck- 
lees, fierce and sentimental. Their snarled history 
rings with the jingle of spurs and sabers, the echoes 
of hillsmen’s warfare, the rustle of curtains as palace 
murders are plotted, and the conflicts of proud, un- 
assimilated peoples, each clinging to traditions that 
are half legend. They are made for intrigue and 
rivalry which we must not encourage. 

Neither Russia nor Britain nor the United States 
—committed as we are to securing Europe's peace 
for our own safety—can want monarchies and dic- 
tators restored there. Danger brews if there are 
to be other slack-chinned Carels in Rumania, other 
conniving Antonescus. There must not be, in Greece, 
another Hitler-admiring Metaxas, welcomed by a 
frightened King—the selfsame George whom Church-

ill speaks of returning—to outlaw representative 


government, muzsle the press, conduct fake elec- 
tions, persecute minorities, and rule by stee] instead 
of by honest vote. There must be no more room in 
Hungary for a Horthy or a Kallay. There is not 
even room for earnest, boyish King Peter II in 
Yugoslavia if he must have “a strong man” instead 
of the popular will to steady and hold his throne. 
With his words of yesterday, Mr. Churchill has 
fired new hopes for tomorrow and for the coming 
accord of three great allies. The third of them, so 


long beset, has turned in power upon her challenger. 


Taganrog, key to Ukrainian treasure, falls, a Yelnya 
victory menaces captive Smolensk, central front 
salients arc toward the Dnieper, and guns of triumph 
thunder in Moscow. 
German line will straighten and hold for a space, 
perhaps when fall rains turn battlefields to mire. 
Then will be the lull in which agreements can be 
reached and plans made. 

The ebbing tide of German might hastens the day 
as much as do the thrilling words of Mr. Churchill. 
He must be trusted in the troublesome time to come 
to consider always what is most hopeful for “the 
human society we mean to rescue and rebuild.” 


WHAT MISCHIEF? & 

What mischief did the President work’ when, last 
July, he fired Vice-President Wallace from the chair- 
manship of the Board of Economic Warfare, infer- 
entially fired its brilliant director, Milo Perkins, 
and laid the groundwork for the demoralization and 
disintegration of a governmental arm that has swung 
mighty blows in the war effort? 

The resignation of Maurice Oppenheimer, general 
counsel of the renamed Office of Economic Warfare, 
and of Morris Rosenthal, head of OEW's import sec- 
tion, are symbolic of what is going on. Oppenheimer 
and Rosenthal were very close to Perkins and sym- 
pathetic to his policies. They find.the atmosphere 
‘of the new setup impessible to breathe. 


It is reported by Post-Dispatch correspondent 
Marquis Childs, that “many of the most useful men 
brought in by Perkins feel they no longer have any 
security and that, in the event of the slightest con- 
flict with either the State Department or the RFC, 
Crowley (new head of OEW) will retreat in favor of 
Jones or Secretary Hull.” So dissolves the organ- 
ization built up so painstakingly by Perkins and 
Wallace. Whether the new director, Lauchlin Cur- 
rie, can stem the process remains to be seen. 

One Of the victors in this battle is Mr. Hull, who 
so jealously guards the State Department's ancient 
prerogatives from invasion that he could not brook 
‘the activities of the BEW which, of necessity, im- 
pinged upon the State Department. The other win- 
ner appears to be Jesse Jones, whose tragic failure 
to lay up stock piles needed for war was at the 
bottom of the feud with Wallace. Instead of siding 
with Wallace, who was supported by the record, the 
President made the gesture of rebuking them both. 
But out of the wash the politically puissant Jones 
is the one who makes the comeback. 


At the time of the President's action, we com- 
mented as follows: 


It has been a matter of public knowledge for 
a year and a half that Jesse Jones, entrusted 
before Pearl Harbor with the vital task of 
building up stockpiles of such strategic ma- 
terials as rubber, failed miserably to do s0. To 
a task which required daring, imagination and 
the free expenditure of money, Jones took the 
myopic view of a Texas banker driving sharp 
bargains and a small-time bookkeeper’s concern 
to balance the accounts. The result was that ’ 
Pearl Harbor caught the country with an insuf- 
ficient supply of many materials Jones was sup-

dimes saved by Jones cost us millions in the end. 


It was to repair the mistakes of Jones that Wal- 
lace, Perkins and the BEW strove, yet they are out

OUR PACIFIC AIR MICHT. 

The ascendancy of the United Nations In air power 
has just been demonstrated, with almost incredible 
emphasis, in the Southwest Pacific, at the same 
time as it was being effectively pressed home with 
the second smashing air attack on Berlin within 
eight days, and with continuous battering of the 
Neo-Fascists on the Calabrian toe of Italy. 

In combat with ‘Gen. MacArthur's air arm, the 
Japanese have lost the staggering total of some 200 
planes in the past fortnight, and they have now with- 
drawn their air forces from the battle for Lae and 
Salamau&. This is not the Japan of Attu, where 
the rising sons fought to the last man. It is the 
Japan of Kiska, where the invaders ee away 
before the Americans landed. 

Kiska indicated that the Japanese hen veered to 
the defensive, and are following the principle that 
“he who fights and runs away will live to fight an- 
Salamaua adds evidence to the indi- 


cation. 

The galloping debilitation of Japan in the air sug- 
gests also that our enemy in the Pacific may prove, 
as Germany and Italy are already proving, to have 
one fatal weakness—inferiority in the air. Japan 
has had to put planes on the line so rapidly that 
she has been unable to take the time to re-tool for 
improved models; she has had to turn out pilots 
faster than they could be turned out well. In com- 
bat with constantly improving American planes and 
thoroughly trained American pilots, the Japanese 
air force is beginning to look more than a little 
jerry-built.

T pre addiction of the average American 


As a business man, I like to keep abreast 
of the latest thinking on economic problems. 
So I make a point of talking with theoret- 
ical economists whenever I can and of 
reading their books and the papers they 
write for the journals of their learned so- 
cieties. 


With bowed minds and contrite hearts, 
the group of bankers and industrialists of 
whom I was one went to a two-day meet- 
ing of theoretical economists from the uni- 
versities. I hoped to.get from the confer- 
ence some answer to the question whether 
or not reducing the prices of fundamental 
products like steel, rubber and oil would 
give business a much-needed impetus. 


After a round-table discussion or two dur- 
ing which the economists bandied back and 
forth such terms as “the elasticity of price 
substitution” and “the germ cells of en- 
trepreneurial and consumer demand theo- 
ries,” my hope began to fade. With the 
rest of the laymen, I spent the two days 
as a spectator on the sidelines of a game 
of linguistic football, and finally went home 
with no idea what the score was, 


But What Does It Mean? — 


Nowadays when I read a journal of eco- 
nomics and find, as I recently did, a pro- 
fessor from a first-rank university writing 
that a monopoly exists if a “firm's demand 
curve inherits the same stability which 
particular - equilibrium methodology be- 
queathes to the industry’s demand curve,” 
I am no longer surprised. But I am dis- 
appointed at the professor’s penchant for 
disguising relatively simple ideas with pre- 
tentious language and thus frightening 
away those who might put his theoretical 
knowledge to practical use if they could 
only understand it. 

As a parent interested in the schooling of 
my children, I have been appalled by the 
jargon of pedagogy. In the mouths of the 
professors of education, the development 
of a child’s character, for instance, be- 
comes his “characterological” development 
and a dull child becomes a “remedial case.” 
Instead of saying that children differ wide- 
ly, the expert on education solemnly states 
that “the behavior tendencies of children 
are widely variant.” 

I was delighted to learn that a new book 
on religion had been written by tbe scholar- 
ly head of the department of religion at 
one of the outstanding universities, and I 
immediately sought out a copy. 


Professors’ Polysyllabism. 


After poring over it, I ,eventually dis- 
covered that the author defined his own 


position as “critical monistic realism” mid- 
way between “overdogmatic mystical epis- | 
te | commissioner, and other officials. 


mology” at one extreme and “epistemo- 
logical idealism” at the other. One is 
forced toreflect that the language of re 
ligion has come a long, if not exactly felic- 
itous, way since the days of the Ten Com- 
mandments and the Sermon on the Mount. 


There is a story about an eminent pro- 
fessor who delivered a long and abstruse ad- 
dress at a large public meeting. After he 
had finished speaking, someone remarked to 
him. “You made a fine speech, but, it went 
completely over the beads of the audience.” 
The professor replied, “I always aim my 


address at the place where their heads 
should be.” 

While I was not on hand for the speech 
in question, I know from first-hand experi- 
ence with others like it that the professor 
had probably prepared it not to interest his 
prospective audience of laymen, but to im- 
press the small group of his fellow special- 
ists, who would read it later when it was 
published. Indeed, imposing on the mob 
with big words in this manner has become 
accepted academic practice, as anyone 
knows who has ever gone to college com- 
memoration exercises or other functions 
involving speeches by professors. , 


The Audience Suffers. 


I witnessed another typical case of the 
professors versus the public recently at the 
dedication of a memorial to a famous aci- 
entist in the humble village of his birth. 
Attending the ceremonies were statesmen, 
editors, business lead and several thou- 
sand inhabitants of the surrounding coun- 
tryside. 

The long program of speeches included 
two by professors from the same field as 
the man of genius whose memory was be- 
ing honored. Both professors read inter- 
minable papers couched in the most tech- 
nica] of technical terminology. Meantime, 
the patient but puzzled expression on the 
faces of the natives in the outdoor audi- 
ence was a sight only less moving than 
the blank and despairing look on the coun- 
tenances of visitors on the platform. 


Later, when I was told that the two dis- 
sertations. were to appear in scientific jour- 
nals, I understood the reason for their es- 
pecially abstruse content. 


But I still found it impossible to forgive 
the scientists for causing the crowd to suf- 
fer such anguish. If the professor will | 
persist in composing perplexing speeches 
for public occasions, I wish they would 
adopt the humane Congressional procedure 


of reading only the titles and then asking | 
for the unanimous consent of the audience | 


to “revise and extend” their remarks in 
print. 

As long as their thoughts are shaped 
to the exclusive understanding of a limited 
group of their fellow Ph.D.’s so that the 
universities are impenetrable strongholds of 
jargon, the masses will naturally prefer the 
leadership of the demagogue to that of the 


pedagogue.

How Our Troops Beat the Japs 
Though Heavily Outnumbered

F ever a fighting man had his back te 

the wall, Gen. Douglas MacArthur had 
when he decided to attack in New Guinea. 
He had lost his army and air force in the 
Philippines. The Navy. had suffered «@ 
crushing blow at Pearl Harbor. To escape 
capture, the General had fled to Australia. 

The triumphant Japanese had swept 
through Burma and Malaya, had captured 
Singapore, Java and Sumatra and thea 
poured in an avalanche into the Solomons. 

The Japs considered our military predica- 
ment utterly hopeless. At that moment 
MacArthur struck. He had only a :smail 
contingent of Australian troops in New 
Guinea, some tired Australian veterans, a 
few thousand yntried Americans and a tiny 
combined American and Australian air 
force. He used his air arm for a navy. It 
flew the infantry to Port Moresby and then 
over the perilous Owen Stanley mountain 
range to the battlefront. The planes fed 
and clothed the ground fighters and sup- 
plied them with ammunition. That mere 
handful of daring, resourceful flyers blocked 
the might of the victorious Japanese war 
machine on New Guinea.

Sports Writer Pat Robinson saw the cam- 
paign from the front seat of a war corre 
spondent. It was a tough spot for the 
Americans, Wading neck-deep in swamps 
in temperatures of 120 degrees and dodg- 
ing bullets from snipers who were masters 
of the art of camouflage, our Men were 
put to the acid test. But Robinson found 
no “softies” in New Guinea. Our young sol- 
diers fought with the dash and courage he 
had seen them invariably exhibit on the 
gridiron, on the baseball diamond, in the 
boxing ring and on the tennis court. Many 
of them died, but they died as they played 
their games back home, courageously aad 
gallantly. 

Inch by inch from Port Moresby over 
the Kokoda trail—1300 feet high—to their 
doom at Buna and Gona, Gen. MacArthur 
drove the Japs. With little more than «a 
wing and a prayer, he took the fight to 
the very jungles where the Japs fight ‘best 
| and proved conclusively that they could 
be defeated. Mind you, he proved we could 
lick them, both on land and in the air, even 
when outnumbered!

NEW FOOD PLAN FOR 


SUPT. SMITHS FAMILY 


Caulfield Finds No Overdraft 
of Supplies for City Hos- 
pital Head. 


A new plan for rationing food to 
the City Hospital Superintendent's 
household, and an alternative pla 
by which the Superintendent woulu 
live outside the institution, will be 
worked out as a result of the in- 
quiry into the food allowance made 
to Supt.. Clinton F. Smith and the 
five women of his family. The in- 
quiry ended today with an an- 
nouficement by Director of Public 
Welfare Henry 8. Caulfield that he 
found no intentional overdraft of 
food on the part of the Smith 
family. 

“I believe,” Caulfield said, “that 
the matter should be regarded as 
closed. I am convinced that Mr. 
and Mrs. Smith were the victims of 
the system, or lack of system, rath- 
er than guilty of any intentional 
overdraft of food. I have every 
confidence in their integrity and 
patriotism.” 

He added that Raymond Wil- 
liams, in charge of rationing for 
city institutions, would be asked 
to work out a system of definite 
food rationing for the hospital 
Superintendent and others living 
in institutional premises, who are 
not permitted to use regular ration 
books. He said also that a plan for 
outside‘maintenance of the Super- 
intendent would be prepared, with 
the help of the city’s personnel de- 
partment, and submitted to the 
Mayor for consideration. 

Smith’s Explanations. 

Supt. Smith, in his detailed re- 
port to Director Caulfield and the 
heads of the Hospital Division, 
said he and Mrs. Smith had en- 
deavored to conform to the spirit 
of the rationing regulations, and 
that published charges to the con- 
trary were a “nefarious pérsecu- 
tion.” 

He said his family had accepted 
whatever food the hospital kitchen 
had in stock, not asking for any 
special food, and that he had paid 
for some extras used for guests, 
and for entertaining the hospital 
staff and officia) visitors, He told 
of some difficulties and discrep- 
ancies, over-allowances of meat in 
some cases, when cuts in stock 
were larger than Mrs. Smith asked 
for, and the serving of steaks in- 
stead of fish for which the Smiths 
asked, because the fish was in de- 
mand for others. 

On Dignity and Publicity. 

“There should be a certain 
amount of dignity given to the of- 
fice of superintendent,” Smith sug- 
gested. “I have never objected to 
a survey, inquiry or investigation, 
but I do object to the method and 
the publicity. We consider the un- 
fair (published) statement damna- 
ble and contemptible, and scores 
of good citizens have expressed 
their deep disgust.”

Industrial activity in July in the 
Eighth Federal Reserve District, 
which includes the St. Louis area, 
was slightly lower than that of 
June, although it was greater than 
a year ago, the Federal Reserve 
Bank of St. Louis announced to- 
day in its monthly review of busi- 
ness conditions. 

Production in the entire country 
in July held to a level 22 per cent 
above pre-war production — the 
same level that had existed for the 
previous six months, 

Acknowledging that a phenom- 
enal volume of goods was being 
turned out, the Federal Reserve 
report said the leveling off of out- 
put was creating increased concern 
since production schedules for this 
year anticipated a steady rise in 
war production. Munitions pro- 
ductions for the last half of this

In the St. Louls district the 
slump in industrial activity was re- 
flected in the consumption of in- 
dustrial electricity in the major 
cities, which declined fractionally 
from June, but was still 19 per 
cent above the July, 1942, level. 

Output of Steel. 


Steel output in the form of in- 
gots and castings was lower in July 
than in June, due in part to shut- 
downs of furnaces for repairs and 
also to labor difficulties, the re 
port said. Average steel produc- 
tion here during July was at 97 per 
cent of capacity. 

Although mill and foundry in- 
ventories of scrap metal have not 
been reduced considerably, there is 
fear that, unless stocks can be 
built up in the next two or three 
months, the mills will enter the 
winter period with stock piles at 
a minimum, because the scrap sit- 
uation in St. Louis is becoming 


serious. Supplies are not flowing 
to the yards in adequate volume, 
and yard labor is insufficient to 
process rapidly such metal as is 
Lap sedge 

production in the St. Louls 
— which was soaked by early 
spring rains and, in some places 
washed out by the resultant floods, 
will be considerably lower this year 
than last, the report said, although 
the national food production out- 
look for 1943 has improved genér- 
ally since spring. 

Food 


Production. 

The Department of Agriculture 
now estimates total] national food 
production will be 4 per cent great- 
er this year than last, This gen- 
eral increase, the report stated, is 
attributed to the rise in livestock 
production of 10 per cent over 
1942, Food crop output, itself, is 
expected to be 10 per cent less than 
last year. 

Eighth Federal Reserve District 
estimates are that cotton will be 
8 per cent below last year’s yield, 
because of decreased acreage and 
lowered yields per acre. Similarly, 
production of grain and feed crops 
in this district is expected to be 
below last year’s, because of the 
dry, hot weather conditions pre- 
vailing in the area. 

In contrast to the foregoing, dol- 
lar volume of department store 
sales in the district in the first 
seven months of this year was 17 
per cent larger than for a corre- 
sponding period last year, and 
sales in July, alone, were up 22 
per cent over those of the same 
month in 1942, 

The most important department 
store division is the women’s and 
misses’ groups of departments, 
which account for 45 per cent of 
the dollar volume of all department 
store sales . As compared with the 
first six months of last year, this 
division’s sales were up 33 per 
cent. ‘ 

Shortages of civilian goods were 
reflected in the report in that de- 
partment store stock at retail 
prices at the close of June was 18 
per cent less than it was a year 


ago. 

Cost of living in St. Louls de 
clined 4 of a percent between 
June 15 and July 15, which is 5.6 
per cent above the level for Sep- 

tember, 1942. Living costs th 
out the nation declined 8 of a per 
cent in the month ended July 15. 
This figure was 5.1 per cent above 
the level for September, 1942.

War Labor Board refused to ap- 
prove. A month ago a group of oper- 
ators moved in the United States 
District Court at Abingdon, Va., for 
a declaratory judgment that would 
relieve them of the liability for 
travel-time pay under the Fair 
Labor Standards Act. Thus, each 
side is both plaintiff and de 
fendant-respondent. . 

The Birmingham suit was filed 
fn behalf of nine miner employes 
of the Tennessee Coal, Iron & 
Railroad Co., a United States Steel 
Corporation subsidiary. Their un- 
derground travel time is placed at 
two hours a day. The suit does 
not ask for pay for those 
two hours but only for the 
time in excess of the legal weekly 
maximum provided in the wage 
and hour law. 

Put at & Hours a Week. 

Thus, where the basic work week 
has been 35 production hours a 
week (5 days of 7 hours each), the 
addition of two hours a day travel 
time would increase the total to 45 
hours a week. The present legal 
maximum is 40 hours. The claim 
therefore is for the difference, or 
five hours a week. 

The suit asks for overtime rates 
(time and a half) for this time, 
plus an equal amount as a penalty 
under the law for nonpayment. 
Payment retroactive to October, 
1938, also is sought. On a retro- 
active basis, the claim is progres- 
sively less because the maximum 
weekly hours were greater. When 
the law took effect in 1938 over- 
time was not required until after 
44 hours. Subsequently the ceil- 
ing became 42 and then 40. 

The Tennessee Coal, Iron & 
Railroad Co. is one of the’ em- 
ployers involved in the iron ore 
mining portal-to-portal pay suit 
which has been decided in favor 
of CIO mimers in two lower courts. 

UMW Journal Against Strike. 

The United Mine Workers Jour- 
nal in the first official union ut- 
terance on the possibility of an- 
other coal strike, said: “Although 
the WLBE has turned down the 
Tilinois-UMWA wage agreement,

“We yncovered a great deal of 
talent through this project. Two 
of the young people, Martyl 
Schweig and Robert Braun, have 
since become recognized artists. 
One of the girls became a design- 
er and several are doing commer- 
cial art. Many of them have 
shown marked ability, and to en- 
courage them we have half yearly 
exhibitions, 


“When a children finished the 
drawing period we found we had 
large groups of children without 
any supervision. Since it was im- 
portant to keep them busy at 
something constructive, we organ- 
ized museum games. We bad treas- 
ure hunts, giving them postcard 


, photographs of objects and send- 


ing them to find thg originals. 
Then when they learned where 
everything was, we developed oth- 


er games, games of color, of art 
terms, games involving riddles. For 
older children we developed a 
game known as Scraps, cutting out 
a piece of a photograph of the 
original, letting them identify a 
hand or head or a bouquet of 
flowers from e famous paint- 
ing. These m games worked 


- out so well, incidentally, that the 


Art Museum in Kansas City 
adopted some of them. 

“We also found that children 
were interested in knowing how 
things were done, so we arranged’ 
demonstrations by artists. Fred 
Conway has given demonstrations 
of portrait painting, Mrs. Florence 
French Holm has demonstrated 
pottery making, Sheila Burlingame 
demonstrated sculpture, Emil Frey 
has given demonstrations of mo- 
saics and stained glass. We alter- 
mate these demonstrations with 
motion pictures.”

Miss Powell now has four as 
sistants, chosen for their art back- 
grounds and interest in community 
affairs. They are Betty Greenfield, 
Jaquelin Ambler, Mary Louise 
Lischer and Thelma Richardson 
Stockho. Miss Powell herself has 
had a lifelong interest in art, and 
atudied at Washington University. 

“I was one of those ehildren who 
‘show promise’,” she said, “but I 
realized I didn’t have the inven- 
tiveness” required to be an artist 
so I turned my attention to art ed- 
ucation.” 

In 20 years she has seen the pat- 
terns of art change from conserva- 
tive to modern and has found that 
one of the most significant things 
about modern art is that they 
never have to explain it to chil- 
dren. It is the art of their own 
time and experience and they ac- 
cept it. Another interesting thing 
she has learned about art educa- 
tion for children is that those chil- 
dren whom teachers term bad and 
mischievous usually make the most 
imterested and best behaved audi- 
ence at the museum. 

Proof of the success of the edu- 
cational department is shown in 
the increase in attendance. In 1923, 
when Miss Powell started at the 
museum, yearly attendance was 
5000. Last year it was 50,000. 

“We encourage the attendance 
of children by giving them a but- 
ton if they attend five times with- 
out missing, «a reproduction of 
some art object after 10 times, and 
a colored reproduction after 30 
times,” Miss Powell said. “The’ 
children place great value in these 
rewards, too. One child kept all 
of his postcards and brought the 
collection to show to me. ‘See how 
I've got them all dated?’ he said. 
‘I thought they'd be rather inter- 
esting to show to my children.’”
